With over 60 people in the gallery the atmos- 
phere was lively at the meeting of Altona Shire 
Council fast Tuesday night. 

Two ex-councillors invited to the meeting were 
lost.in the throng, They were the first Shire Presi- 


dent, Mr. G. Ransom and one of the first council- 
fors, Mr. F. Rush. 


The majority of onlookers 
were objectors to a private 
street scheme in the Altona 
North area. 

Others were ratepayers 
who had signed a petition 
objecting to the closing of 
Surf Street, Seaholme. 

The Council Chamber was 
overcrowded and people 
spilled out through doorways 
into side rooms. Some stood 
outside and watched and 
Hstened to the proceedings 
through the windows—at 
least it was cooler outside. 

At one stage a diversion 
was created by a resident 
from another suburb who be- 
came upset at a council de- 
cision which did not meet 
with her approval, She 


stalked out, giving loud voice 
to her views on Altona and 
Altona Councillors. 

Proceedings were held up 
unti) the voice faded in the 
distance and the Shire Presi- 
den, Cr.

Once again ratepayers in Altona North have 


objected to a private stre 


et scheme. The result is 


Council, at their next meeting, will consider rescin- 
ing a recent motion adopting a new method of 


street charging. 


The area concerned covers portions of the 


following streets—Mitchell, 


Collins, Sutton and 


Cleghorn Avenues, Park and Hearn Streets, Angus 
Avenue, Little Street, MacDonald Avenue, May and 


Marion Streets. 


Residents of these streets 
turned up in force at the 
council meeting on Tuesday 
night to voice their protests 
against the method of asses- 
sing the road msking charges 
for each property and at 
what they considered to be 
the very high cost of same. 

Three hundred first sched- 
ule notices for full street 
construction using a different 
method of charging recently 
adopted by the council] had 
been sent to the ratepayers 
of these streets. Instead of 
apportioning the street costs 
on the actual -footage in 
front of « property the costs 
were apportioned equally be- 
tween all building allotments 
fronting a street. Irrespec- 
tive of whether the property 
was 50 feet or 60 feet wide 
the road making charge was 
the same. The only varia~ 
tion was for corner blocks, 
which were assessed at the 
same amount as the others 
Plus one third again, 

In one street the assess- 
ment was £417 for each buil- 
ding lot with the corner block 
paying an extra £139. 

It was noticed at the meet- 

ing that when the Shire 
President, Cr. G. den Dulk, 
asked if a ratepayer of any 
of the corner blacks con- 
cerned was present to ob- 
ject to the scheme there was 
no response from the gallery 
and Shire Secretary, Mr. J. 
Waters, said no corner block 
owner had sent in an objec- 
tion. 
. Three petitions containing 
103 signatures and many let- 
ters objecting to the scheme 
were read out by Mr. Waters 
to the councillors. 

One of the main objections 
was the rise in costs from: 


an estimated £312/10/- four 
months ago to £417 on these 
first schedules. Objectors 
were of the opinion that the 
new method of assessing 
the charges was the cause 
of the increase. It was con- 
sidered most unfair and uh- 
just that owners of 50 ft. 
blocks should pay the same as 
the owners of 90 ft. frontages. 
They also objected to two 
thirds of the cost of corner 
blocks being divided between 
other frontages. Residents 
said they had purposely not: 
purchased the more attrac: 
tive, larger or corner blocks! 
because of street charges, 
People who purchased these 
blocks knew they were 
for heavy road costs but ha: 
the advantage of position. 

The smal) block ownei 
strongly objected to payi 
towards the cost of the larg: 
block owner. 

After listening to the ob- 
jections Cr. den Dulk consid- 
ered councillors needed more 
detait and a closer look gt 
the objections. He suggested 
the ratepayers form a depu- 
tation with three spokesmen to 
to attend the next coundil 
meeting.

One is 
finance. The cost per chaplain per annum 
is in the vicinity of £1800. The local com- 
mittee would need to raise this amount and , 
show at least that'a-similar amount would he" 
available for two further years. The churches 
pupils, parents and local business firms are 
the expected sources of income. 

The other problem is that of person- 
nel. The central committee make every sted 
to ensure that qualified people with suitable - 
temperaments are appointed. This, with in- 
creasing numbers, is bscoming more’ and 
more difficult. 

There are thus many problems in the 
way of Altona’s abtaining a Technical Schoo! 
(or High School) Chaplain. It is however, 
necessary and delay is not desirable.

by the Minister of Education in December of this year. 


Mr. Rose and |his staff received notice of their 
appointment to the school on November 20, 1961. 
The buildings, including eight class rooms, 


were erected and ready 
1962. \ 


At 9 am. on February 6 
the first school assembly 
was held. Pupils from} areas 
adjacent to the school, pre- 
viously attending Altona 
Primary School in \Blyth 
Street, numbered atiproxi- 
mately 200. At this opening 
ceremony about 100 parents 
also attended. A comment 
from the district inspector 
reads, “The start made at 
this school was excellent and 
reflects great credit on the 
head teacher and steff./’ 


Following on the cpaing 
early steps were taken to 
enlist the interest and! co- 
operation of parents, | On 
February 8 the school com- 
mittee was formed. From 
over 40 parents 16 nomina- 
tions were receive. The eight 
elected included Mr. de Neef 
as president, Mr. C. Wodd- 
worth as secretary and (Mr. 
W. Hitchcock as treasurer.

Since this date, bs every- 
body knows, the cost of the 
quarrying materials| has th- 
creased considerably.
